IRISH TRADE 


CATTLE EXPORTS 
INCREASING 


ONE of the brightest spots 

in [reland’s agricultural 
economy at present is the cattle 
export trade. 


Since, nearly three months ago, ex- 
ports were resumed—at first on a re- 
stricted basig from Dublin alone, and 
later, when foot-and-mouth disease 
had disappeared, from all the Irish 
shipping centres—the formidable task 
of disposing of hundreds of thousands 
of surplus cattle has been going on, 
and, in spite of curtailed shipping 
facilities, has been meeting with a 
most promising measure of success. 

At present the export of cattle falls 
an far short of the. normal pre-war 
gure. 


RUSH TO MARKET 


Having regard to the difficulties ag- 
sociated with transport and shipping, 
the rate of disposal is regarded as 
being entirely satisfactory, although 
the anxiety of traders is reflected in 
the rush of stock which threatened to 
glut the Dublin market recently. Steps 
taken by the Department of Agricul- 
ture to restrict the transport of cattle 
last week had an immediate effect, but, 
the tendency towards overloading the 
market again is evident since the re- 
strictions were lifted last Friday. A 
Department official stated yesterday 
that from every point of view an over- 
fiow of cattle is unfavourable, because 
more than sufficient to meet export 
requirements is likely to clog the 
machinery. 

Producers have been exceptionally 
fortunate in having such mild weather 
to assist them in maintaining the 
age of the cattle on their hands. 
t 1s many years since conditions for 
keeping cattle have been so favour- 
able, and, an official stated, they are

JAPAN’S BUDGET 


ROME, Tuesday.—In his message to 
the Diet, the Emperor of Japan said 
that the Japanese are anxious to con- 
tribute to the peace of the world by 
assuring stabilisation in Eastern Asia. 
Britain and the U.S. have attempted 
to provoke troubles in Eastern Asia, 
and to work against the plans of the 
Empire. Japan had therefore, to its 
great regret, been forced to take up 
arms against these countries, the 
Emperor continued, but it was with a 
profound joy that we have strengthened 
and cemented further the alliance which 
binds us to friendly countries pursuing 


the same objects as ourselves. He. 


hoped that “ our subjects, inspired by 
a firm faith and the spirit of national! 
union, will know ‘how to enhance the 
prestige of the nation, and rapidly 
attain the objects of the war,” and 
concluded with an exhortation to the 
Diet “‘to do your duty in conformity 
with our desire and in perfect unity.’’

MIDGET U-BOATS 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—A Japa- 
nese ‘‘mother ship,” from which

lishing details of the Japanese two- 
man submarines, one of which was 
sunk during the raid, stated this to- 
day. They say that the midgets have 
a cruising radius of ying 4 200 
miles at low speed, ere are indica- 
tions that the submarine captured at 
the Island of Oahu made a run of 100 
miles from the mother ship to join in 
the attack. 

The Navy Department said that the 
Japanese midget submarines were: 41 
feet long and five feet in beam, were 
armed with two 18-inch torpedoes and 
were prepared for their own self-de- 
struction. The Navy rtment said : 
“The ship carried a lb. charge of 
high explosive under the stern with 
wires to a battery, so that it could be 
used as a demblition charge for the 
submarine itself in the case of attack 
or against ships. or harbour objectives. 
There are indications that the personnel 
operating the submarine will go to 
any extreme, however desperate, even 
to self-destruction, to carry out their 
objective.” The midget submarines

“The Admiralty can state-as a fact 
that on the date mentioned no British 
submarine was either operating in or 
passing through the area reported as 
the scene of the incident. oreover, 
some eight weeks ago German U-boáts 
began to enter the Mediterranean, and 
since then our patrols have frequently 
sighted and attacked U-boats in the 
Straits of Gibraltar, and in the western 
end of the Mediterranean. 

“The arrival of German U-boats was 
followed at once by violations of 
Spanish territorial waters by the enemy, 
and heralded the end of all security for 
French and a seamen. It was, 
perhaps, hardly a matter of surprise 
that the British steamship Grelhead 
and the Norwegian steamship Fjord

Here the Soviet forces are reported 
by Moscow Radio to be taking the 
initiative on an ever-widening front. In 
fighting around one town the 44th 
German Infantry Division was smashed, 
and the German casualties totalled 
about 6,000 killed and wounded, many 
machine-guns and automatic rifles fall- 
ing into Russian hands. So precipitous 
was the German retreat through the 
deep snows, in which fast-ridin 
Russian cavalry and ski troops, arm 
with automatic rifles, are day and night 
adding to their discomfitaure, that the 
headquartey of two infantry divisions 
were overwhelmed and. medical and 
veterinary trains captured. 

The German High Command main- 
tains its reticence about the Eastern 
front. Germany’s main comment to-day 
is a reiteration of recent reports that 
the Russians holding the positions be- 
fore the Crimean fortress of Sebastopol 
usa continued “ their attempta to 

reak out, of our encirclement.”” 

The Soviet assaults are said to have 
been supported by the big coastal 
batteries, and ‘‘ violent battles ”' 
pSeveloped- This - manifestation “of 
offensive activity at the southern tip of 
the Russian front becomes of even 
Bas importance when allied with 

uibyshev reports that in the 
Taganrog area Marshal Timoshenko’s 
troops swept over an important river— 
presumably the Miuss, 10 miles west 
of- the town—and carried the high 
west bank; where heavy battles now 
are raging.

HOW KALININ WAS 
RECAPTURED 


MOSCOW, ‘Tuesday.—A - special 
Soviet announcement to-night said :— 

“ After fierce fighting our troops 
occupied -the town of Kalinin on 
December 16. 

“In the fighting for Kalinin our 
troops inflicted a heavy blow on the 
Ninth German Army, under the com- 
mand of General-Colonel Strauss.’’ 

Tremendous battles have raged in 
and around Kalinin since the Germans’ 
second great offensive launchéd against 
Moscow in mid-November. Early the 
Russian troops had fought their way 
into the city’s suburbs and rétaken 
part of it, but the Germans throughout 
this sector sought to cross the River 
Volga. Soon after Marshal von Bock’s 
Offensive began his Kalinin troops 
maintained a desperate three days’ 
assault against the Russian river de- 
fences, while a Panzer spearhead was 
switched down theKalinin-Moscow high- 
way, and reached Klin—also recap- 
tured this week—before it was stopped. 
Steadily the Russians wore the German 
pressure down in the Kalinin area, 
regaining fresh territory and capturing 
many villages. 

The official announcement adds :— 

“They routed the 86th, 310th, 
129th, 16lst, 162nd and 25lst Infantry 
Divisions, which belonged to this 
Army. 

‘‘The remnants of the divisions of 
the enemy are withdrawing westwards. 

“In the fighting for fhe town of 
Kalinir, the troops of General 
Maslenikov and of Major-General 
Fuskievich. have distinguished them- 
selves particularly. 

“Great hooty was taken, which is 
now being counted. 

“The fleeing enemy is being pursued 
and annihilated by our troops.” ”—

. ILL this year's Christmas plum 
) puddings keep as well as the 

re-war ones, which were often 
enjoyed in the following mid-summer ? 
So few puddings have been made to 
date that it is difficult to judge. But 
domestic economists guess that brown 
flour puddings will not keep for very 


long. 

Miss K. O'Sullivan, Principal of the 
Dublin College of Domestic Science, 
advises that all puddings home-made 


be kept in store for long. ‘ Here, in 
the college,’’ she says, ‘‘ we have made 
puddings out of white bread, crumbed, 
which should keep quite well, But 
when the ordinary bread or flour is 
used, it is advisable to add a quantity 
of rum to the ingredients. Scientists 
tell us that rum, rather than whiskey 
or sherry, hes the greater préservative 
qualities. To the half-pound size (a 
half-pound of everything) I should add 
a half-glass of rum. Also, modern 
puddings should be boiled longer. On 
the first day, boil for two or three 
hours: before Christmas give another 
boiling; and on Christmas Day boil 
again: seven hours in all would not be 
too much,”

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SALMON IN IRISH 
RIVERS 


~ R.D.S. SCIENTIFIC 
SOCIETY REPORT 


A report on a small collection of 
salmon scales and data was presented 
to a meeting of the Scientific Society 
of the Royal Dublin Society at Balls- 
bridge yesterday afternoon by Mr. 
Arthur E. J. Went, Department of 
Agriculture, Fisheries Branch. 

ver a number of years, Mr. Went 
said, collections have been made of 
scales and measurements of salmon 
taken in various rivers in Ireland. 
These collections were gradually being 
examined, and his paper on the salmon 
of the River Erne represented a further 
stage of progress. In order to under- 
stand the EA SEOL ru oí the salmon 
populations of the rivers of Ireland, it 
was necessary to investigate as many 
rivers as possible. Fairly detailed infor- 
mation is already available regarding 
the Rivers Shannon, Ballisodare, 
Owenduff (Ballycroy), Waterville and 
Galway. 

‘* Salmon of the River Erne,” said 
Mr. Went, “ are well-conditioned fish 
similar to those of the River Shannon. 
Whereas in the Shannon the bulk of 
the fish were spring fish, in the Erne 
over eighty per cent. of the fish are 
summer fish.” With valuable fish ‘ike 
the salmon, it was obviously impossible 
to purchase for examination in the 
laboratory large samples of fish, as 
could be done with herring and the less 
expensive fish. Recourse, therefore, 
had to be had to other methods of 
obtaining material. Fortunately from 
a consideration of the measurements 
and examination of the scales of a 
salmon a great deal of information and 
a knowledge of the biology could be 
obtained. 

““ Anglers and owners of commercial 
fisheries,’ said the lecturer, “ can 
assist in this type of investigation by 
collecting the necessary material for 
the scientist.”

found it. The loss of two such mag- 
nificent ships ag the Prince of Wales and 
the Repulse camé as a severe shock to 
the British péople. In spite of the lessons 
of Crete, it seems that the British war- 
ships weré virtually without air pro- 
tection. According to the experts, the 
presénce of a few fighting aircraft on ‘he 
British side might have made all the 
difference. Spéaking in thé Tokyo Diet 
yesterday, the Japaness Premier warned 
his people against prematuré rejoicings. 
Although Japa has had initial victories 
which nobody anticipated, the forces 
arrayed against hér are tremendous; and 
the combined naval strengths of Great 
Britain and thé United States remain 
colossal. 

For the moment, public interest has 
been switched from the sea to the 
Malay Peninsula, where the Japanese 
land forces aré making a determined 
bid for ultimate control of Singapore. 
Yesterday’s bulletins report that tanks 
have been landed in large numbers on the 
east coast of Malaya, and the Japanese 
claifn already to have isolated the Straits 
Settlements. They also claim to have 
landed troops on the Hong Kong island, 
and to have bombed military objectives in 
Rangoon; but unexpected help has come 
to the British from the Chinese, who 
have launched an attack on the Japanese 
flanks and rear to the west of the Canton- 
Kowloon railway. The terrain in Malaya 
is so difficult that the military situation 
is bound to remain confused for some days 
to come; but there ie no doubt that the 
Japanesé have taken possession of the 
only éfficient aérodrome in the Northern 
portion of the péninsula, and that they 
are attacking almost everywhere. British 
réinforceménts are being hurried to Malaya 
from India and élsewhere. The Americans 
also are taking steps to readjust the 
balance that was upset so badly by the 
Japanese raid on Hawaii, which has done 
more than anything else possibly could 
havé done to unite and strengthen the 
resolve of the American people. Nobody 
either in the British Empire or in the 
United States underestimates the might 
of Japan. Her midget submarines, manned 
by an officer and one rating, which were 
in action at Hawaii, are capable of 
enormous mischief at sea. Her air force 
seems to be highly efficient, particularly 
in the use of aerial torpedoes; and, in 
spite of her preoccupations in China, her 
army is in first-class fighting trim. In 
these circumstances, the Anglo-Saxon 
allies are faced with a formidable task 
in the Pacific and the Far East. It must 
be remembered that the Japanese choso 
their own time at which to make war 
against the democracies. One may assume 
that they were well prepared, The British 
and Americans, on the other hand, are 
fighting far from their’ bases, and have 
been forced already to sustain grievous 
losses: Japan has scored several “ quick 
tricks’ in the grim game that has just 
begun; but the democracies hold valuable 
trumps, which, doubtless, will be played 
in due course. |

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The Petrol Preblem 


An American publicist has spoken. of 
the United States fighting Japan with 
one hand and supplying war material to 
the democracies with the other. Never- 
theless; it has been impossible to resist 
thé conclusion that the entry of America 
into the war inévitably must have somé 
eflect upon the supply of even non-war 
material to this country. So far there 
has been no news of any threatened 
curtailment, but the suggestion is being 
freely canvassed that pétrol, for example, 
will not flow into our tanks and other 
containers quite as freely as it did in 
1941. Pessimists have been predicting the 
cessation of private motoring altogether, 
but until the Government givés some 
indication of the prospects for the coming 
year it would be rash to jump too 
| precipitately to conclusions. It might be 
well, indeed, if thosé who imagine that 
any great change is to be wrought by 
banning the private car were to ré-read 
the speech made by the Minister for 
Supplies on the subject of petrol a few 
weeks ago. He told the Dail that the 
allowances made to private motorists wére 
an insignificant part of the total consump- 
tion of petrol, and it was obvious ftom 
the figures which he quoted that no great 
change would be made in the general 
situation if the rations of the private 
motorist were reducéd by 50, or even 75, 
per cent. It is remarkable that, not- 
withstanding all the research th&t has 
taken place in the last twenty years, no 
really adequate substitute for pétrol has 
been found in these islands. Germany 
usually is credited with having important 
resourcés in the way of synthetic petrol, 
and, if that is the case, her scientists 
should have valuable information to com- 
municate when the war ends. It is doubt- 
ful, however, if any substitute for petrol 
can be produced at an economic price. 
Before the war somé squadrons of the 
Royal Air,Force were said to be operating 
on a fuel produced from coal, but very 
little has been heard of that fuel since 
fhe war started. In motor-racing alcohol 
fuel has proved far more efficient than 
petrol, enabling engines to use abnormally 
high compression ratios and to operate at 
a higher speed than otherwise would be 
possible. Benzol also has been mixed with 
petrol, in commercial vehicles as well as 
in racing machines, but the output 
apparently never was sufficient to make 
a petrol-benzol mixture a serious rival to 
straight petrol: The industrial alcohol 
factories in this country were not a success, 
and the alcohol factories in England never 
were able to sell their product at a figure 
which appealed to the ordinary motorist. 
It may be that great strides will take 
place under the stimulus of shortage due 
to the war. At the same time, it is 
improbable that in normal conditions 
there ever will be a serious rival to the 
fuel that can be sold in the Mexican Gulf 
ports at a few cents a gallon.

One of the most cheerful things to be 
seen at this time of year is a bowl of 
bulbs, a ring of tiny shoots standing like 
outposts between spring and the shortest 
day in the year. Some time ago it seemed 
as though many of the bulbs to which 
people were accustomed would become 
almost unobtainable owing to the break 
in supplies from abroad; but, contrary to 
the general expectation, most of the old 
favourites are still to be seen nosing their 
way upwards in Irish parlours and 
drawing-rooms. Hyacinths are generally
